the like of which was nover witnessed since New 
York became a city, It was not because the 


constitution had been totally overthrown by the 
Congress that separated on Wednesday; not 
because Mr. Lincoln had been made Dictator 
and lord absolute over the life, property and 
liberty of every man in the Country; not be- 
canse the prospects of the future had become 
gloomier than ever; not because thera was u 
fear that the people would rise up en masse to 


resist the Conscription Act; not because of the 


dark, impending shadow of national bankrupt- 


cy; not because of the fear that General Lee 
might pounce upon Washington and capture 
the President and all his cabinet—but simply 
because Mr. Chase had persuaded Congress to 
tax speculations in gold,and otherwise to throw 
impediments in the way of the gamblers of 
Wall street and the Stosk Exchange. Gold 
had been forced up unnaturally last week to 72 
per cent, premium, and the effect of the new 
mensure was to bring it down in a series of 
leaps to 51; this wasa margin of 21 per cent. 
in three days, a margin wide and deep enough 
to engulf past redemption and recovery a whole 
host of small speculators, who thought them- 
selves rich last Monday morning, and who 
know this, Friday evening, that they are penni- 
less paupers. Mr, Chase's measure, though 
well intended, has some objectionable features, 
and in some important respects will be wholly 
inoperative, The attempt to tax gambling, 
and to declare that loans of gold for the pur- 
poses of speculation shall be illegal and nohre~ 
coverable in a court of law, will prove sa fatile 
as the attempt to tax betting books and wagers, 
or to declare that the winnings at n card table, 
at whist, euchre, or lanequenet, shall not be re~ 
coverable at law by the successful player. The 
code of bonor is stronger in these matters than 
the common low, as Mr, Chase ought to know 
if be had balf as much knowledge of human 
nature ad a man of his age and experience 
should have acquired. The measure is expect- 
ed by Mr. Chase’s friends, and by all the war 
party, to bring down the price of gold to 20 per 
cent, as its natural maximum while the war 
lasts,’ This, however, will prove a very falla- 
cious hope, unless a series of decisive victories 
in Tennessee, at Vickeburg, at Port Hudson, at 
Charleston, at Savanuab, and at Mobile, shall 
come to the rescue. Mr. Chase has only scared 
the small fry; and if he bas sent 9 few of these 
back again into the wholesomer pursuits of 
honest industry, he will have conferred a cer- 
tain amount of public benefit. But the specu- 
lation in gold will cautinue in spite of all his 
measures of repression, The only differende 
will be that it will flow into new channels, and 
be taken up by acuter and more responsible 
gamblers than the men of straw whom he has 
enon enoa in scattering hke chaff betore the 
wind.

A very obvious result from the disaster at 
Charleston is thus set forth by the Washington 
correspondent of The Boston Traveller: 

Some of our best military critics say that the 


defeat there, or a repulse which would permit 
Beauregard to send off half of his force to the 
assistance of Lee on the Rrappahannock. Sa 
long as the attack upon Charleston was post- 
poned, Beauregard wascompelled to keep a 
large army in the vicinity of Charleston, but 
he may now consider it perfectly safe to spare 
thirty or forty thousand men, as a second at- 
tack isimprobable. Statements are circulating 
here to the effect that the rebels are sending all 
the northern trains from Charleston with troops, 
ond that Lee willbe thirty thousand troops 
stronger next week than he was last week upon 
the Rappahannock. If this be so General Hal- 
leck is out maneuvered by Jeff. Davis. We are 
bound to believe, however, that a man of Hal- 
leck’s intellect and general ability understands 
his situation and will provide against all con- 
tingenoles. 

There is a good deal of grim humor in thia 
last sentence.

Amenwan Siver at A Drecousr Id Sr. 
Joun,—The St. John Morning News says Ameri- 
can speculators have lately been circulating 
American silver very extensively through the 
city, and the banks hove refused to receive it 
for deposit, merchants and the public generally 
have determined not to receive it except ab 
discount, and not to receive copper and nickel 
American cents at all, The value of the 
Americon holf-dollar will hereafter be only 40 
Gents; thé quarter-dollar 20 cents; the ten cent 
piece 8 cents; the five cent piece 4 cents; and 
the three cent piece 2 centa The adoption of 
this course by New Brunswick merchants is to 
debar speculators from exchanging tho silver 
for bank notes, and obtaining gold at the banks 
in Meu thereof, which last named article they 
take with them to the States, and obtain a 
handeome promium on it. If this precontion 
had not been adopted there certainly would 
have been a disastrous run upon the banks in a 
very short time, itis sald.—Portland Argus.

Semmes to ran up to Galveston, aus which act 
resulted in the destruction of the Hatteras, By 


the capture of the Ariel, files of New York pa- 


pors were obtained which distlosed the formid- 
able character of the Banks oxpedition, aud in- 
timated that its destination was Galveston, 
With a view to dleconcert the plans of tho ex- 
podition, Semmes determined to make a sudden 
dash into Galveston Harbor and destroy some 
of the transports which he expected to fud 
there. He run for Galveston, and on arrlyving 
near that point lay off for the purpose of wait 
fog until nightfall and then accomplishing bis 
design.

A miners’ meeting took place June Sth, 1863, 
on Lone Mountain, for the purpose of forming 
a new district, The following is an abstract of 
the proceedings: 

On motion, A, A. Sloan was call to the chair, 
and D. K. Townsend appointed Secretary. 

On motson, it was resolved to adopt the dls- 
trict Jaws of Garibaldi, aud the district to ho 
known as the Lone Mountain Mining District, 
situated at the northern extremity of the Hum- 
boldt range, and to be five miles cquare, and 
taking Lone Mountain for its center, Claim- 
anta are allowed 300 feet on a ledge. 

W. L. Knapp was duly elected Recorder of 
the diatrict, for the term of one year from the 
Sth day of June, 1863.

will send an army through Kentucky which 
will wipe out your General Smith just as a dog 
would lick outa plate. Then you and your 
army of barefooted roastiog ear stealers will 
have to leave here in the dark again, and badly 
scared at that. Besides thie ——-. Officer— 
That's your opinion, but you ore deceived. 
Where were you born? Old Woman— Born: 
Why, I was born and raised in Tennessee, I 
am an old Hickory Tennesgeean, dead out 
against nullification and its bastard offspring, 
Secession. But where are you from? Officer— 
Iam from North Carolina, buta native of South 
Carolina. Old Woman—A South Carolina 
scion of nullification—a double rebel, double 
devil. Old Jackson made your little turnip 
patch of a State walk the chalk once.

To Provest tas Rorre or Woop.—In 
order to prevent the rotting of wood whenever 
it comes in contact with the ground, such os 
posts and piles, a certain paint is now used 
which bas thé hardness of stone, resists damp- 
nees, and is quite cheap.

Adivoatures in Dixie. 


In May, 1861, Arnold Harris visited Buffalo, 
It wag the day of the departure of the Twenty 
oighth regiment for the seat of war, and recog- 
nizing n number of bis friends in tho ranks, he 
enlisted ond marched by their side, Soon after 
his arrival at the army of the Potomac he was 
transferred to the novel services and placed In 
command of the Island Belle, of the Potomac 
flotilla. A few months later he lost his vessel 
ani npplied for nnother command. 

The Department proposed to send him to 
Richmond, to frustrate, if passible, the projects 
of George N, Sanders, who bad just then secured 
contracts from the rabel government for a navy 
to be built in England, He accepted the peril- 
oua mission, and soon made bia way to the Con- 
federate capital. Without any disguise of 
nume or person, he succeeded in acquiring the 
confidence of the rebel authorities, and estab- 
lished himself on intimate terms with several 
of the most important officfals. His situation, 
however, was dangerong in the extreme, and he 
was arrested and confined in Castle Thunder for 
seventeen days, He was recognized by two 
Marylanders aa the former commander of the 
Island Belle. Upon his trial he acknowledged 
the identification, claiming to have done the 
Confederacy more service while holding a com- 
mand ju the Federal navy than he could have 
done by openly joining its cause at an earlier 
day. His audacity triumphed, and he not only 
obtained an acquittal, but continned to enjoy 
the confidence of the rebel authorities; or ra- 
ther, ofall but Benjamin, who was suspicious of 
him throughout. 

Soon after his discharge from Castle Thunder 
he became a participant in the enterprises of 
Sanders, who had recently returned from Eu- 
rope. As soon as Sandera had perfected his 
arrangements with Jeff. & Co., he was to return 
to England with money and documents neces- 
sary to the carrying out af his schemes, His 
son, Reid Sanders, aud Harris were to accom- 
pany him.

He succeeded in having it ar- 
ranged that George, with kis friends, should 
proceed, by way of Matamora+, to Halifax, 
while Reid Sanders and he, with the documents 
and dispatches to be taken, were to run the 
blockade at Charleston, and get to Halifax by 
way of Nassau. In accordance with this plan, 
Sanders junior and Harris proceeded to Gharles- 
ton and purchased a yacht, which they loaded 
with turpentine, and started gaily out in Janu- 
ary last to slip through the blockading fleet 
and make for Nassau, Great interest was tak 
en in the enterprise, and before leaving the 
voyagers were entertained at a dinner with 
Beauregard and the leading celebrities of the 
city. 

Meantime, Harris had succeeded in commu- 
nicating with one of the vessels of the outside 
fleet, and putting its commander upon the 
watch. The yacht, as she ran out of the bar- 
bor, was speedily detected, and subjected to a 
cannonade which frightened Sanders out of his 
wits, and made him eager to surrender. The 
mail big, heavily freizhted with iron, was 
thrown overboard; but Harris had previously

The proverb caya It does not rain but it 
ponuro? The German Prince, Princo Christian, 
of Sellteawig-Holstein- Sundentourg-Glucks- 
burg, who has been a prince of Denmark, b. 
adoption, since July, 1858, must fvel the pati 
at this adage, There he was, with a wife and 
six children, living on the bounty of the King 
of Denmark, whieb afforded him exnetly the 
yearly sum of $7,600, and a house rent free. 
The poor man must have found it hurd to make 
both ends mect. But ag if a beneficent fairy 
had como in, and waved her muglo wand, 5 
audden change took place. The eldest duugh- 
ter becomes Princess of Wales, with every pros- 
pect of one day becoming Queen of Eugland, 
and the second sou in elected und proclatmed 
King of Greece. Thera la even a whisper that 
the second dau- hter. now In her sixteenth year, 
aud a trifle ‘o'er young to marry yet,’ Ip des- 
tined to wed Cacsnrayicht, and one day become 
Empress of Russia. 

Since the advance of the Cobourg family, 
European history shows nothing like this. In 
1816, when Prince Leopold of Saxe-Cobourg 
married the Princess Charlotte of England, his 
Priucely income was exactly $1,500 per annum 
—and when Prince Albert, his nephew, married 
Queen Victoria, bis Income was the same. Al- 
bert, who was penurloue, eveh to meanness, 
saved $5,000,000 in twenty two years, and 
Leopold, subsequently marrying a French 
Princess, became King of Belgium, which post 
he bas creditably filled for over thirty years. 
Moreover, the Cobourg family have become 
matrimonially allied to the prandest reigning 
houresin Europe. The Holstein—Danish branch, 
to which ihe Priacess of Walea and the new 
King ol Greece belong, is likely to be equally 
fortunate, The expensea of the late royal 
wedding, to be paid by John Bult, as a separate 
item, may be set down at $120 000. It is pos-

Lost IX tuts Pan Cara cauns —Many im- 
ginary stories have been pub ished describing 
.ve sufferings of persona lost in the catacombs 
{under Paris, but n real case of the kind bas 
{occurred during the present week. Three 
mornings back s mun named Lumontier, em- 
ployed by the Orleans Railway Company to 
drive one of their omnibuses, was going along 
the Boulevard de l' Hospital, on his way to the 
terminus, when he eaw a shining object at some 
distance before him. On approaching he found 
that it was a knife blade thrust between the 
bars of one of the gratings made to admit light 
to the catacombs, which undermine all that 
part of Paris, To his amazement, he perceived 
that the knife was in a man's band, ond heard 
a faint voice imploring assistance, He basten- 
ed to the nearest house, and soon returned with 
two men, who bronght iron bara, with which 
they wrenched up the grating, and then drew 
out the unfortanate prisoner. The poor fellosz 
was cearcely able to speak, but he made his 
deliverera understand that he bad a companion 
below. Ropes were procured and lowered into 
the hole, and in a fey minutes thoy drow up 
another man, still moro exhausted than the first. 
When the men had somewhat recovered, they 
atnted that on the previons day they nod en- 
tered the catacombs, ty the Rue du Chateau- 
des-Reénutiers, near the Barriere dea Leux-Mou- 
line, for the purpose of repatring the walla, 
While at work their lamp went out, and they 
had no means of relizhting ft. Alter wander~ 
ing nhout all night, they ar last, about 7 in the 
morning, saw n glimmer of light, aud one of 
them retained sufficlent strength to climb up 
the narrow shafe till he reached the grating, 
which he wan unable to raise, He theretors 
thrtist bia knife between the bare, in the hope 
of attracting the attention of some panser by. 
This expedient proved successful, and both of 
them were thus rescued from a lingering death, 
—Galignant.
